New Ordinance 
Starts Wrangle 
Before Council 


W allace, Bob Adkins 
^ Leading Spokesmen 
A s Dispute Grows 


After debate on the subject be­ 
came so hot it had to be cooled off 
by a pounding gavel, final decision 
on a move to tighten the city’s dog 
law was delayed for two weeks 
Tuesday night in city council. 
Climax of the running argu­ 
ment, which lasted about 45 min­ 
utes, came when Boh Adkins and 
r Humane Officer Ralph Wallace 
both tried to talk at the same 
time. Adkins is a leading spokes­ 
man against the pending move, j 
which was launched in council at 
Wallace’s request. 
The ordinance, up for s e c o n d ! 
reading Tuesday night, would ex­ 
tend the city’s Summer crackdown 
on stray dogs to a 12-month basis. I 
Under present law, the r u l e s 
.•against roaming dogs would be re­ 
laxed in the city Oct. I. 
Nearly all members of council 
present along with about a dozen 
spectators, joined in the argument 
Tuesday 
night. 
Adkins 
said 
he 
could gather a petition or names 
opposing the new measure, and 
Wallace had already announced he ( 
was asked by many residents to 
seek the tighter restrictions.

Referring to his role as j 
spokesman for the new measure, he 
said: 
“ I think it's something that has 
been sort of passed off on me. May­ 
be somebody else ought to be do­ 
ing this talking.” 
Then he went on to urge coun­ 
cil to pass the 12 month ban 
4 whic h provides fines up to $10 for 
the owner of any dog found run­ 
ning loose in the city—beyond the 
control of the? pet’s owner. Wal­ 
lace stressed especially that the 
measure would serve as a pre­ 
cautionary move a g a i n s t the 
chance of a rabies outbreak in 
this locality. 
At his request, a news clipping 
w as read to tell of emergency steps 
being taken at Ironton, where a 
t e a hies outbreak earlier this month 
was described as serious. 
Law­ 
rence County Health Commissioner 
W. F. Martin on July 8 called the 
Ironton

Wallace pointed out the risk of 
any such outbreak is tied in with 
regulations on stray dogs.

Adkins Threatens To Quit U.S. Leaders

Annexation Drive Leader Reacts Hotly To Hint

P* — Twenty 
men slept fitfully in a brilliantly 
lighted room last 
night — men 
who “want to work and don’t 
want charity.” 
The 20 are blind. 
They are broom makers who 
have lost their jobs and they are 
on a sitdown strike. 
The men took over the cafeter­ 
ia of the Pittsburgh branch of 
the Pennsylvania Assn. for the 
Blind yesterday afternoon. A few 
hours later, when they showed 
no sign of leaving, police were 
called. 
Officers made no attempt to 
evict the men. A detail watched 
as they tried to sleep. Some of 
the men slept awhile, then talk­ 
ed of their next step. A few play- 
ed cards, with a marked deck of 
course, marked in Braille. 
The blind broom makers went 
on strike, protesting a pay cut. 
They have no union. 
James Peri, 29, married and 
the father of one child, said; 


“ We had been paid $1.13 a doz­ 
en to make brooms. The associa­ 
tion tried to cut us to 78 cents a 
dozen and we walked off lite job. 
But a short lime ago we offered 
to go back to work for ‘JO cents 
a dozen. 
“ We decided to put on a sit 
down strike and went to the cafe­ 
teria for a meeting yesterday. 
Some of the association officials 
called police and said we had to 
get out by 5 p. in. Well, we’re 
still here and we are going to 
stay for awhile. We might try to 
picket the place later iii the day. 
I don’t know just what we'll do. 
"We just want to go hack to 
work and we don't want charity; 
that’s all there is to it.” 
The association had no com­ 
ment on the possibility of a set­ 
tlement.

It remains to be seen (A) wheth­ 
er the United States can get allies 
to go along with this plan and (B) 
whether Congress, where there has 
been much divided opinion, will 
take action which could lead to 
military involvement someday. 
* There was so much national un­ 
happiness over the Korean War 
and the cost in American lives. 
and so much national relief and 
joy when the Communists agreed 
to a truce there, that there has 
been no national enthusiasm for 
getting involved all over again in 
Asian fighting. 
The Communists knew of this 
feeling. Knowing, they may have I 
gambled that this country wouldn’t 
fcgo to the rescue of the French in 
Indochina if the Reds stepped up 
the pressure on the French, lf they 
did bet on that, they won. 
They will probably sit quietly for 
a while now. They can afford to 
They can sit back and watch what 
the Western Allies, particularly the 
United States, are willing to do 
about agreeing to draw a line in 
Asia beyond which they won’t let 
# the 
Communists 
move 
without 
^massive war. 
If the West fails to reach agree­ 
ment — and any such agreement 
wouldn't be worth much unless the 
Southeast Asians were willing to 
be a party to it — it will be like 
a go-ahead light for the Commu­ 
nists. If there is agreement, they 
can still move without open ag­ 
gression across a frontier.

If that 
fails, they can start open revolt by 
local Communists as they did in 
Indochina 
But

It is surprising to learn from the report 
; of the Malone Committee that less t h a n 
one percent of the area of the United 
States has been included in geological in­ 
vestigations. How then do we know what 
! our mineral wealth is? We are constantly 
; being told that our foreign policy is to a 
degree based on our shortages 'of certain 
minerals and materials. How do we know? 
| Only 12.7 percent has been geologically 
mapped by the United States Geological 
Survey which began to work in 1880. 
I wonder how much of our various con­ 
tributions to foreign aid has been spent in 
distant countries to discover minerals that 
have to be brought to us across the oceans 
1 in time of war? The defeat of the French 
in Indochina means, in American terms, 


at its peak, national production reached 
$268 billion, setting a new record. It was 
this figure which caused concern a m o n g 
economists, who feared a slump would 
bring a recession, loss of employment and 
ruinous deflation. 
Those fears seem to have been unfound­ 
ed, rn view of recent reports by the Com­ 
merce Department. For four consecutive 
years—1950-53—new records were set, with 
1953 emerging as the biggest production 
year in the nation’s history. 
Total 
of 
personal 
receipts 
from 
all 
sources in 1953 was $286 billion. In 1953 the 
national income—the sum of all earnings— 
was $305 billion. At the same time personal 
taxes increased to $36 billion. The public 
spent $230 billion last year for goods and 
services, an increase of $12 billion over the 
previous year. 
With personal incomes at record figures, 
the whole economy is healthy by any pre­ 
war standard. While part of the year-to- 
year increase in income is credited to in­ 
flation—that is, rising prices and wages — 
ever increasing figures of this sort have a 
psychological effect that cannot be dis­ 
counted. 
When the income figures point downward 
even slightly, the “economists”—perhaps 
unconsciously—start to look for storm sig­ 
nals, and laymen start to pull in their sails. 


IN 1944, WHEN wartime prosperity was that Burma, Malaya and Indonesia are in 
peril within a few years, thus imperiling 
our principal source of tin and raw rub­ 
ber. 


The Malone Committee definitely as­ 
sures the country: “The United States can­ 
not possibly exhaust its present and poten- 
| tial fuels supply including petroleum and 
coal in the foreseeable future. The absolute 
necessity for going-concern industries can­ 
not be over-emphasized.. .” 
The petroleum industry benefits by d e -i 
pletion allowances which encourage r i s k ! 
investments in this commodity. The Com­ 
mittee recommends that depletion allow- I 
ances be granted other mineral industries j 
as an incentive for risk investment. T h e 
j Committee reports: 
“Enormous oil re- ! 
j serves are found in the shales and-or coal 
of Colorado, Wyoming, Utah, Kentucky, 
Indiana, and Ohio, as well as in Canada. It 
has been estimated these shales contain ' 
over 200 billion barrels of oil. 
Experimental work by the Union Oil Co. | 
and Bureau of Mines in pilot plant opera-1 
tion shows that petroleum production from I 
this source is entirely practicable and that I 
| vast amounts of oil may be produced in the 
! foreseeable future. The Green River for­ 
mation in Colorado alone has been describ- 
j ed as an area of 1,000 square miles with 
an underlay of oil shale 500 feet thick av­ 
eraging a recovery of 15 gallons of oil per 
ton.’* 
The Malone Committee favors a protec­ 
tive policy for the American mineral in- 
} dustry so that American risk capital will 
go into these businesses. The point is 
j made: “Mines once closed down requires 
I years of time and tremendous investments 
i to reopen. With experienced workers and 
| technical staffs widely scattered, machin- 
I ery liquidated, mines flooded and caved, 
j much of our once available reserves are 
destroyed, and prospecting for new re- 
! serves is discouraged. Failure to realize 
I the situation could mean tragedy to our 
| economy and our material security.

Also, many who suf­ 
fer from severe high blood pres­ 
sure are placed on a diet th a t is 
low In salt. 
There are many specially pre­ 
pared salt-free foods for those 
who are on special diets, but 
fresh whole milk has been miss­ 
ing from the list. 


Milk In Sp ecial Diets 


Ordinary milk is not advised 
for such people, since it contains 
a high amount of sodium, the 
constituent of salt, an excess of 
which 
is 
detrimental to their 
health. However, the other food 
values of milk are important?* to 
proper nutrition. 
Therefore, many heart suffer­ 
ers, up to a short time ago, de­ 
pended on powdered milk prod­ 
ucts from which the salt was 
removed. They had to add water 
to these powdered products in 
order to drink them. 


By a new process, however, 90 
per cent of the salt th at is con­ 
tained in milk can now be re­ 
moved without otherwise alter­ 
ing it. None of the other food 
values are destroyed. 
B e sid e s being low in salt, the 
milk is fresh. This new proc ess 
makes milk far more drinkable 
than the powdered substitutes. 
This new type of milk, to which 
the American Heart Association 
has 
called 
attention, 
is 
now' 
found only in certain parts of 
the country, but it is expected to 
be available to heart sufferers on 
a national basis within a short 
period of tim e.The physician will 
advise when this type of prepa­ 
ration may be of value.

While the lingering 
traces

overhead, City Council staged one 
of its most heated sessions in years 
Tuesday night. 
Sharp words were exchanged 
on a proposal to tighten the city 
law on stray dogs, and also on 
the current policies of the City 
Planning and Zoning Commis­ 
sion. An ordinance to close the 
wee hour eating places likewise 
drew a short burst of disagree­ 
ment. But in between the verbal 
storms, the lawm akers took rou­ 
tine business in stride. 
Council 
President 
Ben Gordon 
and Councilman Ray Cook 
were 
absent. The serious illness of City 
Solicitor George Gerhardt was giv­ 
en formal recognition near the end 
of the session when 
Councilman 
Boyd Horn moved that a letter be 
sent to wish a speedy recovery for 
the city official, recently stricken 
with a heart attack. 
Council promptly agreed, and its 
m em bers also stated they would 
join in handling the solicitor’s du­ 
ties until he is 
able to resum e 
work.

ONE OF the “ coolest” subjects 
of the evening wras the first dis­ 
cussed—a proposal to replace the 
drinking fountain in city hall’s lob­ 
by with a water cooler. No ordi­ 
nance was available to act on the 
plan—designed as an 
e c onomy 
measure — but City Safety-Health 
Director Oscar Root outlined 
the 
Idea for Council. 
Councilman 
John Robinson 
at 
first said he believed 
the w ater 
from the drinking fountain—which 
operates steadily day and night — 
w as not on the meter, and hence 
would not figure in the city’s water 
bill. More attention along the w a­ 
ter-saving line, he inferred, should 
be given to the way an automatic 
flushing arrangem ent works on toi­ 
lets in the city jail, the municipal 
“ Basement Bastile” . Robinson said 
he understands 
a valve can be 
turned to shut off Hie toilets when 
the jail is not occupied. 
Other m em bers, 
however were 
in doubt as to w hether the lobby 
fountain costs the city money, and 
E rvin Leist, city W ater and Sew­ 
age D epartm ent manager, 
later 
confirmed that it does. The drink­ 
ing fountain, he said, is connected 
with the meter. 
Councilman G e o r g e Crites 
agreed with Robinson that water- 
saving efforts should probably be 
aim ed firs* of all at 
the auto­ 
m atic toilet flush. 
The subject 
was resumed at the end of the 
m eeting, when I>eist related how 
he had pointed out the waste of 
water due to malfunction 
of a 
toilet on the first floor of city 
hall.
